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Some papers were read which contain- 
ed an explicit and accurate narrative of 
the number and weight of metal of our 
ſhipping in the ſeveral ports, mentioning 
the times when tLey would be reſpetiviy 
ready for ſailing, with the time they were 
ſeseraily victualſed for, and their different 
places of deſtination.

portment is exceedingly genteel, 
and his eye is expreſſive of ſtrong 
penetration. 


It is ſaid, M. De la Motte; in 
the laſt war, -was Colonel of the 
regiment of Soubiſe, and behaved 
on ſeveral occaſions, with fingular 
gallantry. Upon the concluſion 
of the war his regiment was broke 
ſoon after the title, Baron Deck- 
ham, with an hereditary .eftate, 
devolved to him. Having lived 
beyond the limits of his fortune, 
he retired to England ſome few 
years ſince, where he has continu- 
ed to reſide till the commiſſion of 
that act which he is doomed to ex- 
piate by the forfeit of his life. 


MNMonſ. De la Motte was a man

of parts, born ir. =. he de- 
ſcended from a great family, and 
had, for ſome years paſt been em- 
ployed in public affairs. He con- 
feſſed, that he had formerly in 
dulged himſelf in lewdneſs and o- 
. pleaſures, and that the ex- 
pence attending thoſe ſinful ways 
had brought him to poverty, and 
poverty had brought him to thoſe 
treaſonable practices, for which 
his life paid the forfeit. 


On Thurſday, the Sheriffs at- 


tended with a proper guard, went 


to the Tower to demand the body 
of Monf. De la Motte, to bring 


him to Newgate, in order for- his 
being conducted from thence to 
the place of execution, where he
